Mr.  Chairm.\n,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 liave  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Chichester  Rural  District  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  during  the  year  1948.  This  report  is  the  sixteenth  since 
the  formation  of  the  Rural  District  under  the  West  Sussex  Review 
Order  of  1933. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  17.81  per  1,000  population  is  a decrease  of  4.16  per 
1,000  on  last  year’s  rate  and  compares  with  a national  rate  of  17.9.  The 
number  of  illegitimate  live  births  shows  an  increase  from  41  in  1947  to 
47  in  1948  and  represents  6.4%  of  the  total  live  births  occurring  in  the 
district. 

The  Death  Rate  of  10.26  per  1,000  population  is  a decrease  of  .81  on 
last  year’s  rate  and  compares  with  10.8  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  district’s  population  at  mid- 
1948  is  41,100,  this  being  an  increase  of  2,100  over  that  of  mid- 1947. 

The  middle  of  the  year  saw  the  introduction  of  the  changes  in  the 
administration  of  the  health  services  consequent  upon  the  National 
Health  Service  Act  of  1946.  These  changes  are  described  in  the  body 
of  the  report,  but  they  have  affected  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  of  this  Council  only  in  so  far  as  certain  channels  of  adminis- 
tration have  been  altered  and  some  expenses  in  connection  with  notifica- 
tions and  treatment  of  infectious  diseases  are  now  borne  by  the  County 
Council  and  the  Treasury  through  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

During  the  year  the  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Campaign  has  continued 
and  453  children  received  a course  of  protective  inoculations.  It  is 
estimated  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  33.8%  of  the  children  in  the 
district  under  five  years  of  age  and  96.6%  of  those  aged  five  to  fifteen 
were  protected  against  diphtheria  by  immunisation. 

Progress  has  been  made  towards  the  provision  of  a piped  water  supply 
and  main  sewers  in  certain  areas  not  previously  provided  with  these 
services.  The  Stoughton  Water  Scheme  was  approved  and  the  neces- 
sary materials  ordered,  and  the  Compton  Sewerage  Scheme  was  approved 
after  an  enquiry  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Steady  work  towards  the  provision  of  new  houses  is  shown  by  the 
total  of  165  houses  completed  during  the  year. 

The  Chief  Clerk  in  the  Department  was  absent  through  ill-health 
throughout  the  year  and  his  duties  continued  to  be  carried  out  by 
Mr.  D.  W.  Baker. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Council  for  their  support  and  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  given 
by  all  members  of  the  staff.

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 
OF  THE  AREA 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

General  conditions  in  the  district  have  not  changed.  The  work  of 
clearing  the  beaches  of  obstructions  erected  during  the  war  is  now 
complete,  and  holiday-makers  came  to  the  coast  in  even  greater  num- 
bers than  before. 

The  staple  industry  is  agriculture  to  which  the  Women’s  Land  Army 
and  the  European  Voluntary  Workers  (formerly  Displaced  Persons) 
contribute  a certain  amount  of  labour. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 
Births 

After  adjustment  for  inward  and  outward  transferable  births,  a net 
total  of  732  (382  males,  350  females)  was  registered  in  the  district  during 
the  year,  as  compared  with  857  (415  males,  442  females)  in  1947. 

The  BIRTH  RATE  is  17.81  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared 
vvith  21.97  for  the  previous  year,  17.9  for  England  ajid  Wales,  and  15.04 
and  16.50  for  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  West  Sussex. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  numbered  47  or  6.42%  of  the  total  live 
births,  an  increase  of  1.64%  on  the  previous  year. 

Stillbirths 

After  adjustment  for  transfers,  10  stillbirths  were  registered  during 
the  year.  This  figure  gives  a rate  of  13.47  per  1,000  live  and  still  births 
and  0.24  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  12.67  and  0.28 
respectively  for  1947. 


Deaths 

After  correction  for  transferable  deaths,  the  net  total  deaths  registered 
in  and  assigned  to  the  district  was  422  (209  males,  213  females),  a decrease 
of  10  on  the  total  for  1947. 

A table  on  page  1 1 shows  the  age  and  sex  distribution  and  causes  of 
death  in  1948.  Of  the  total  deaths  269  or  63.7%  occurred  in  persons 
aged  65  years  and  over.

These  five  causes  accounted  for  321  or  76.06%  of  the  total  deaths. 
Compared  with  the  previous  year  it  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  an 
increase  of  8 in  the  deaths  due  to  cancer,  and  decreases  of  1 1 and  7 
respectively  in  deaths  due  to  respiratory  diseases  (excluding  pulmonary 
tuberculosis)  and  all  forms  of  tuberculosis.  The  remaining  two  causes 
show  no  particular  fluctuation. 
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The  DEATH  RATE  is  10.26  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  resident 
population,  as  compared  with  11.07  for  the  previous  year,  10.8  for 
England  and  Wales,  and  16.60  and  11.36  for  the  Urban  and  Rural 
Districts  of  West  Sussex. 

It  will  be  noted  there  was  a natural  increase  in  population,  the  number 
of  births  exceeding  the  deaths  by  310.  The  Registrar-General’s  estimate 
of  the  population  of  the  district  at  the  middle  of  the  year,  viz.  41,100 
also  shows  an  increase  of  2,100  when  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
After  providing  for  the  natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths,  the 
population  increased  by  1,790  over  that  for  the  year  1947. 

Maternal  Deaths 

For  the  second  consecutive  year  no  deaths  were  attributed  as  directly 
due  to  pregnancy  or  childbearing. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  1.02  per  1,000 
total  live  and  still  births  and  nil  and  0.8  for  the  Urban  and  Rural 
Districts  of  West  Sussex. 


Infant  Mortality 

After  correction  for  inward  and  outward  transferable  deaths,  there 
were  15  deaths  (10  males,  5 females)  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

The  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE  is  20.49  per  1,000  births  as 
compared  with  26.83  for  the  previous  year,  34  for  England  and  Wales 
and  24  and  22  for  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  West  Sussex. 

The  death  rate  amongst  legitimate  infants  per  1,000  legitimate  live 
births  is  21.89  as  compared  with  26.96  in  1947. 

There  was  one  death  of  an  illegitimate  infant  under  one  year  of  age 
during  the  year  1948,  a similar  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

The  death  rate  amongst  illegitimate  infants  is  21.27  as  compared 
with  a rate  of  24.39  for  the  year  1947.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA 

Until  5th  July,  1948,  the  organisation  of  Laboratory  Facilities, 
Ambulance  Service,  Nursing,  Midwifery  and  Hospital  Services  remained 
as  in  previous  years.  On  that  day — the  appointed  day  for  the  coming 
into  force  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  of  1946 — there 
occurred  sweeping  changes  in  the  administration  of  all  these  services. 
The  changes  have,  however,  been  lai'gely  concerned  with  central  control 
and  insufficient  time  had  elapsed  by  the  end  of  the  year  for  these  central 
changes  to  have  had  noticeable  effects  on  the  services  themselves  as 
available  to  the  public. 

The  principal  changes  are  : — 

(1)  Payments. 

Notification  fees  to  medical  practitioners  are  no  longer  paid  by  this 
Council  but  by  the  County  Council,  except  in  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 
Contributions  previously  made  by  this  Council  towards  the  expenses  of 
the  Isolation  Hospital,  the  Ambulance  Service,  the  Laboratory  Service 
and  the  County  Nursing  Association,  ceased  as  from  the  appointed  day. 


(2)  Hospitals. 

.\11  the  hospitals  which  provide  accommodation  and  treatment  for 
residents  of  the  District  and  whether  previously  voluntary  or  maintained 
by  the  County  Council,  are  now  State  property.  They  are  administered 
by  the  S.W.  IMetropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board  through  local

(3)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Chichester  Laboratory  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
is  now  a unit  in  the  national  organisation  and  has  been  moved  from  the 
County  Hall  to  St.  Richard’s  Hospital,  Chichester.  The  services  of 
this  Laboratory  are  available  without  charge  for  all  routine  investiga- 
tions and  e.xaminations,  and  also  for  field  investigations  when  necessary.

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(4)  Ambulance  Service. 

Under  the  Act,  the  County  Council  assume  possession  and  control  of, 
and  responsibility  for,  the  ambulances  operated  by  the  : 

(a)  Chichester  City  Corporation. 

{b)  Bognor  Regis  Urban  District  Council. 

(c)  Chichester  Division,  Order  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem. 

The  ambulances  continue  to  operate  from  the  same  centres  as  before. 


(5)  Hospital  Car  Service. 

This  service  is  now  under  the  control  of  the  West  Sussex  County 
Council. 


(6)  Home  Nursing  and  Midwifery. 

The  District  Nursing  Associations  transferred  to  the  County  Council 
on  the  appointed  day  their  responsibilities  in  connection  with  general 
nursing,  midwifery,  health  visiting  and  school  nursing  services.  The 
Nurses  employed  by  the  Association  were  also  transferred,  but  the 
local  Associations  continue  to  function  in  an  advisory  capacity. 

h'ourteen  nurses  residing  in  the  district  undertake  combined  duties 
as  Midwife,  General  Nurse,  Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse,  while  four 
combine  Midwifery  and  General  Nursing  only.  In  addition,  one  Health 
\dsitor  and  School  Nurse  supplied  from  the  County  Health  Department 
undertakes  duties  in  the  parishes  of  Bosham  and  Westbourne. 

Further,  four  District  Nurses,  Midwives,  etc.,  and  one  Midwife  resident 
in  adjoining  areas  attend  cases  in  the  Rural  District.

In  one  Home  three  beds  are  aval  able,  and  in  the  remaining 
one  accommodation  is  provided  for  five  patients,  including  three  mater- 
nity cases. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

Under  Section  50  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  it  becomes  the 
responsibility  of  the  local  authority  to  arrange  for  the  burials  of  persons 
for  whom  satisfactory  arrangements  were  not  otherwise  being  made. 
Up  to  the  end  of  1948  two  burials  were  carried  out  under  this  arrange- 
ment.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Negotiations  were  continued  at  tlie  beginning  of  the  year  witli  the 
Little  Green  Estate  Company  for  the  purchase  of  their  supply,  and  this 
undertaking  was  eventually  taken  over  by  the  Local  Authority  on  the 
1st  July,  1948.  This  supply  provides  a piped  supply  of  water  to  appro- 
ximately 100  properties  in  the  parishes  of  Compton  and  Harden. 

Four  statutory  water  undertakings,  that  is,  the  Chichester  Rural 
District  Council,  the  Chichester  City  Corporation,  the  Bognor  Regis 
Urban  District  Council  and  the  Selsey  Water  Company,  now  supply 
piped  water  covering  almost  entirely  the  more  populous  southern  two- 
thirds  of  the  Rural  District  and  part  of  the  northern  area  of  the  District, 
leaving  the  remaining  part  of  this  latter  area  dependent  on  private 
estate  supplies  and  private  wells. 

Water  is  at  present  supplied  by  one  or  other  of  the  four  statutory 
water  undertakers  in  part  at  least  to  all  the  parishes  in  the  Rural  District 
e.xcept  the  parishes  of  Madehurst,  Stoughton,  Singleton,  West  Dean, 
East  Dean  and  Upwaltham,  and  of  the  12,485  dwellings  in  the  district, 
some  10,805  or  86.5%  have  a piped  supply  from  one  or  other  of  the  four 
statutory  water  undertakers.  In  addition,  598  houses  or  4.8%  obtain 
a piped  supply  from  private  estate  mains.

The  water  supplied  by  the  four  statutory  water  undertakers  is  all 
chlorinated  before  distribution,  the  supplies  being  constant  and  adequate 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  distribution  areas. 

Progress  has  continued  in  connection  with  the  comprehensive  scheme 
to  provide  piped  water  for  the  districts  of  Stoughton,  Walderton, 
Forestside,  Harden  and  Compton.  Following  approval  to  the  scheme 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  all  necessary  pipes  and  fittings  had  been 
ordered  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  scheme, 
scheduled  to  commence  in  1949,  was  £65,000,  and  when  completed  will 
provide  a piped  water  supply  to  approximately  400  premises  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  district. 


The  Chichester  Rural  District  Council. 

No  changes  have  taken  place  at  the  Woodmancote  Waterworks  during 
the  year,  but  extensions  of  mains  were  carried  out  in  the  undermentioned 
areas  :

Westbourne  (Stein  Road  East)  142  yards  of  4"  Class  C spun  iron  piping. 
Chidham  260  yards  of  3"  Class  C spun  iron  piping. 

With  regard  to  new  domestic  services  the  Council  provided  a total  of 
thirty-one  during  the  year. 

The  estimated  amount  of  water  supplied  during  the  year  was 
114,369,250  gallons. 

Upon  completion  of  negotiations  for  the  taking  over  of  the  water 
supply  of  the  Little  Green  Estate,  arrangements  were  made  for  the 
installation  of  a chlorinating  plant  at  the  East  Harden  Pumping  Station. 

A total  of  thirteen  samples  of  raw  water  were  taken  from  the  bores 
at  the  Woodmancote  Waterworks  for  bacteriological  examination.  Of 
these  samples,  one  was  reported  upon  as  unsatisfactory  ; one  as  of  a 
suspicious  character  and  the  remainder  as  satisfactory  specimens. 

Of  the  twenty-five  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  Little  Green 
Estate  supply,  seventeen  proved  satisfactory,  two  of  a suspicious 
character  and  si.x  unsatisfactory. 

No  chemical  examinations  were  carried  out. 

The  only  serious  shortage  of  water  during  the  year  occurred  at  Racton, 
in  the  parish  of  Stoughton,  where  two  houses  were  supplied  with  120 
gallons  of  water  per  week  for  five  months.

Selsey  Water  Company. 

During  the  year  the  Selsey  Water  Company  extended  their  mains  as

.\  total  of  thirty-five  new  domestic  services  were  provided,  seven  in 
Hunston,  eleven  in  North  Mundham,  nine  in  Selsey  and  eight  in  Sidle- 
sham. 
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Other  Supplies  : Private  Estate  Supplies. 

During  the  year  the  Chichester  City  Corporation  completed  the  exten- 
sion to  the  West  Dean  Private  Estate  supply  in  order  to  provide  a piped 
supply  to  the  new  housing  sites  in  West  Dean  and  Singleton.  A length 
of  480  yards  of  5"  and  44  yards  of  3"  spun  cast  iron  piping  was  laid. 

Routine  sampling  from  private  estate  wells  and  distribution  mains 
continued  throughout  the  year.  Reports  on  the  samples  show  a consi- 
derable fluctuation  in  the  quality  of  the  water.  During  the  year,  a 
total  of  169  samples  were  taken  from  private  estate  undertakings.  Of 
these,  116  were  satisfactory,  20  suspicious  and  33  were  unsatisfactory. 

Public  Wells  - Charlton  and  Singleton. 

Five  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  from  the  Charlton 
Well  and  all  were  reported  to  be  bacteriologically  satisfactory. 

Of  the  twelve  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  Singleton  Well,  eleven 
were  reported  as  satisfactory  and  one  sample  as  of  a suspicious  character. 

Individual  Private  Supplies. 

A total  of  59  samples  were  taken  from  wells  during  the  year,  of  which 
37  were  reported  upon  as  satisfactory,  one  suspicious  and  the  remainder 
as  unsatisfactory. 

Occupants  of  properties  with  unsatisfactory  well  supplies,  and  where 
no  water  main  is  available,  are  advised  to  boil  all  water  required  for 
drinking  purposes  and  are  supplied  with  instructional  leaflets  regarding 
chlorination  of  water. 

Twelve  samples  of  water  were  collected  from  wells  supplying  Council 
houses  in  the  district  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 
Eleven  samples  were  reported  upon  as  satisfactory  and  one  as  unsatis- 
factory. 

Connections  to  Mains. 

During  the  year  229  houses  have  been  provided  with  piped  water  from 
public  mains.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  work  was  carried  out  upon 
the  request  of  the  owners  of  property  in  the  various  areas  where  the  main 
was  extended.  In  twelve  instances,however,  connections  were  made 
as  a result  of  informal  action. 

Future  Developments. 

As  stated  at  the  commencement  of  this  Section,  the  comprehensive 
scheme  to  provide  piped  water  for  the  districts  of  Stoughton,  Walderton, 
etc.,  is  now  progressing,  but  there  is  still  a need  for  numerous  small 
extensions  to  provide  supplies  for  small  groups  of  houses  at  present 
dependent  on  wells. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Extensions  were  made  to  the  main  sewers  in  the  parishes  of  Bosham 
(Bosham  Lane)  and  W'estbourne  (Stein  Roads,  East  and  West)  to  serve 
new  Council  housing  sites.  Sixteen  houses  owned  by  the  Local  Authority 
had  been  connected  to  these  extensions  at  the  end  of  the  year.  In 
addition,  58  privately  owned  houses  and  22  new  council  houses  were 
connected  to  the  various  other  existing  sewers  in  the  district. 

As  stated  in  my  report  for  1947,  all  new  housing  sites  that  cannot  be 
drained  to  existing  sewers  are  being  provided  with  small  sewage  disposal 
works,  and  the  following  table  shows  the  number  of  disposal  works 
completed  or  in  progress  ; the  lengths  of  sewer  laid  at  each  site  and  the 
number  of  properties  connected  during  the  year  under  review  :

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  K.  Lawson,  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the 
Council,  for  the  following  details  of  this  service  for  the  year  under  review. 

{a)  House  Refuse. 

.\t  the  commencement  of  the  year  a fortnightly  rear  collection  of 
refuse  was  provided  in  the  parishes  of  Bersted,  Bosham,  Middleton-on- 
Sea,  Selsey  and  Westbourne,  whilst  the  remainder  of  the  District 
received  a fortnightly  front  collection.  With  the  delivery  of  new 
vehicles  it  was  possible  for  the  service  to  be  improved,  and  by  May, 
1948,  a fortnightly  rear  collection  was  in  operation  over  the  whole  area. 
Later  in  the  year  a further  improvement  in  the  service  was  possible 
by  the  commencement  of  a weekly  rear  collection  in  the  parishes  of 
Bersted,  Bosham,  Earnley,  East  Wittering,  Middleton-on-Sea,  Pagham, 
Selsey,  Westbourne,  West  Wittering  and  Yapton. 

Six  refuse  collecting  vehicles  were  in  operation  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  but  with  the  addition  of  new  vehicles  and  the  subsequent  improve- 
ment in  the  collection  service,  this  number  was  increased  to  nine.  A 
total  mileage  of  80,216  was  run  in  maintaining  the  service,  involving  a 
total  tonnage  of  7,553  tons,  representing  2,877  loads  of  refuse.  The 
refuse  was  deposited  on  tips  in  the  parishes  of  Middleton-on-Sea,  Selsey, 
Sidlesham  and  Westbourne,  but  use  of  the  Selsey  tip  was  discontinued 
during  the  year. 

{b)  Salvage. 

The  collection  of  salvage  material  continued  throughout  the  year  and 
the  following  table  shows  the  quantities  and  values  of  materials  collected 
for  disposal  :

(c)  Cesspool  Emptying  Service. 

A rate-borne  cesspool  emptying  service  is  still  provided  by  the  Council 
over  the  whole  district,  but  it  is  not  applicable  to  premises  which  are 
situated  within  a sewered  area. 

The  scheme  allows  one  free  emptying  at  intervals  of  three  months,  and 
in  cases  where  a main  sewer  is  available  for  the  property,  emptyings  are 
only  undertaken  upon  payment  of  the  appropriate  fee. 

During  the  year  seven  cesspool  emptying  machines  were  in  operation, 
and  these  vehicles  emptied  a total  of  7,414  cesspools,  of  which  2,412 
were  in  the  parishes  of  East  and  West  Wittering. 

A total  mileage  of  103,283  miles  was  run  in  maintaining  the  service, 
and  the  7,414  cesspools  emptied  represented  7,927  loads  giving  a 
gallonage  of  6,832,325. 

The  contents  of  the  cesspools  were  mainly  disposed  of  by  discharge 
into  the  various  e.xisting  sewerage  systems. 

{d)  Pail  Closets. 

The  Local  Authority  does  not  undertake  the  collection  and  disposal 
of  pail  closet  contents  in  any  of  the  parishes  of  the  district.  The  disposal 
of  night  soil  is  a responsibility  of  individual  householders,  who  are 
advised  on  methods  of  burying  in  the  ground. 

On  the  Pagham  Beach  Estate  a private  contractor  undertakes  the 
collection  of  night  soil  over  a small  area  and  disposes  of  the  contents 
over  fai'm  land. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  any 
of  the  rivers  and  streams  in  the  district. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1934 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  241  shops  on  the  register,  the 
majority  being  small  family  or  household  establishments.  A total  of 
273  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  to  shop  premises,  when  six 
contraventions  were  observed  as  follows  : 

(a)  Need  for  provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  5 

[b]  Insufficient  means  of  ventilation 1 

Informal  notices  were  served  in  respect  of  each  contravention  under 
Section  10  of  the  Act,  and  had  all  been  complied  with  by  the  end  of  the 
year. 
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FACTORIES  ACT,  1937 

There  are  141  establishments  situate  in  the  district  coming  within  the 
scope  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  of  which  117  are  provided  with 
mechanical  power. 

During  the  year  120  inspections  of  factory  premises  were  made,  and 
the  following  list  summarises  the  various  defects  found  to  exist  :

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

There  are  two  swimming  pools  in  the  district  situate  at  holiday  camps, 
both  of  which  were  in  use  during  the  year. 

CAMPING  SITES 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  forty-three  applications  to  use 
land  for  moveable  dwellings  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  were  received,  as  compared  with 
one  hundred  and  eleven  applications  in  the  previous  year.  Of  the 
applications  received,  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  licences  were 
granted  permitting  the  stationing  of  1,086  trailer-caravans  and/or 
tents. 

In  addition,  of  the  nineteen  applications  in  respect  of  which  licences 
were  refused,  si.x  re-applications  were  made  after  the  respective  sites 
had  been  brought  up  to  a satisfactory  standard.  A licence  was  granted 
in  each  case,  making  a total  of  130  licences  issued  during  the  year, 
permitting  the  stationing  of  1,093  trailer-caravans  and/or  tents.  This 
shows  an  increase  of  41  licences  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

A total  of  215  visits  of  inspection  of  the  camping  sites  were  made. 
Two  contraventions  of  the  conditions  of  licence  were  observed  and 
eight  contraventions  where  caravans  had  been  stationed  on  unlicensed 
sites.  Informal  notices  were  served  in  each  case  and  with  one  exception 
all  were  complied  with. 

ER.\DICATION  OF  BED  BUGS  AND  OTHER  VERMINOUS 

CONDITIONS 

No  dwelling  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bugs,  but  two 
infestations  of  fleas  and  one  infestation  of  cockroaches  were  observed. 
In  all  cases  disinfestations  were  successfully  carried  out.  During  the 
winter  and  early  spring  three  roof  spaces  were  treated  for  the  purpose 
of  clearing  them  of  hibernating  flies. 

RATS  AND  MICE 

During  the  year  the  Council  continued  to  maintain  the  services  of 
Rodent  Operators  to  carry  out  duties  in  connection  with  the  destruction 
of  rats  and  mice. 
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No  notices  were  served  under  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act, 
as  the  majority  of  occupiers  of  infested  premises  agreed  to  accept  the 
services  of  the  Rodent  Operators.  A small  number  of  occupiers  carried 
out  work  of  infestations  themselves  under  the  general  directions  of  the 
operators.  Co-operation  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year 
with  the  County  Agricultural  Committee’s  Pest  Officer  and  the  officers 
of  the  adjoining  local  authorities. 

The  refuse  tips  have  been  kept  regularly  under  observation  and  treated 
when  necessary.  The  sewers  have  been  tested  during  the  year  and 
were  found  to  be  free  from  infestation.

HOUSING 

Housing  continues  to  be  the  principal  post-war  need  of  the  Rural 
District. 

The  survey  of  working  class  houses  in  the  Rural  District,  i.e.  those  of 
a rateable  value  of  £20  or  less,  has  continued.  During  the  year  a total 
of  1,691  houses  were  inspected,  making  the  total  number  inspected  and 
recorded  6,837  or  84.4%  of  the  total  number  of  working  class  houses 
in  the  district.

MILK  SUPPLY 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  and  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Regulations,  1936-1946 

The  legislation  governing  milk  production  remained  unchanged 
during  1948,  and  the  appointed  day  referred  to  in  the  Food  and  Drugs 
(Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944,  being  still  undefined. 

.At  the  commencement  of  the  year  264  farms  were  registered  for  milk 
production,  actual  production  being  carried  out  at  228,  and  of  the 
latter  mentioned  number,  158  farms  were  licensed  for  the  production 
of  Designated  milk  (Tuberculin  Tested  66,  and  Accredited  92). 

During  the  year  eight  new  farms  were  registered  for  the  production  of 
milk  ; all  these  farms  were  granted  licences  to  use  the  designation 
‘ Tuberculin  Tested.’  Further,  four  farms  already  registered  resumed 
production  and  were  granted  Tuberculin  Tested  licences. 

.\  total  of  six  Tuberculin  Tested  licences  were  issued  during  the  year 
to  producers  whose  premises  had  previously  been  producing  milk  other 
than  Tuberculin  Tested.  Of  this  figure,  five  licences  were  issued  to 
producers  who  had  previously  been  producing  Accredited  milk  and  one 
who  had  been  producing  Non-Designated  milk.  In  addition,  two 
licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  change  of  ownership. 

W’ith  regard  to  Accredited  milk,  one  new  licence  was  granted  in  the 
case  of  resumed  production  and  one  in  respect  of  change  of  ownership. 

Five  of  the  Non-Designated  producers  in  the  district  ceased  production 
during  the  year.

Throughout  the  year  under  review,  the  regular  quarterly  sampling  of 
all  Non-Designated  producers  continued  excepting  for  a period  during 
the  month  of  December  when  an  outbreak  of  foot  and  mouth  disease 
materially  affected  the  work.  The  sampling  continued  to  be  under- 
taken by  the  Lay  Assistant  and  ‘ follow-up  ’ samples  were  collected  by 
the  District  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Four  routine  samples  were  taken  from  fifty-six  producers  which 
amounted  to  224  samples,  and  thirty  samples  were  collected  from 
thirteen  other  producers.  During  the  year,  production  ceased  on  five 
farms,  and  in  one  case  a licence  to  produce  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  was 
issued.  Of  the  254  routine  samples  taken  197  or  77%  complied  with 
the  Accredited  milk  standard.  So  far  as  possible  ‘ follow-up  ’ samples 
were  collected  when  routine  samples  were  found  unsatisfactory.  A total 
of  45  ‘ follow-up  ’ samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  19  of  which  (or 
42%)  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  addition,  one  sample  of  mixed  milk  was  collected  by  a District 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  when  submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test 
gave  a satisfactory  result.

In  addition,  43  of  the  559  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milks  were 
also  submitted  to  the  Coliform  Test,  40  being  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
Seventeen  samples  of  Accredited  milk  were  similarly  examined,  15  of 
which  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory.  In  addition,  22  samples  of 
Pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Phosphatase  test,  of  which  21 
proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Further,  38  specimens  of  Designated  milks  were  submitted  for 
biological  examination  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli,  all  giving 
negative  results.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

As  in  the  previous  year  no  regular  slaughtering  of  animals  was  carried 
out  during  1948,  all  slaughter-houses  in  the  district  remaining  closed  by 
virtue  of  the  Livestock  (Restriction  of  Slaughtering)  Order,  1940.  All 
meat  for  sale  in  the  district  is  slaughtered  elsewhere.  The  routine 
inspection  of  butchers’  shops  and  their  vehicles  has,  however,  continued 
throughout  the  year,  and  a total  of  87  visits  have  been  made  in  this 
connection.

No  action  has  been  taken  regarding  water  cress  beds  in  the  district. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938 

Fifty-nine  contraventions  were  observed  during  the  year.  Informal 
notices  under  Section  13  of  the  Act  were  served,  and  alt  were  suitably 
complied  with. 

During  the  year  four  licences  under  Section  57  were  granted  to  use 
premises  as  Slaughterhouses  for  the  occasional  slaughtering  of  pigs. 

The  Food  Adulteration  Sections  of  this  Act  are  administered  by  the 
County  Council  and  details  of  the  number  of  samples  and  of  commo- 
dities taken  in  the  Rural  District  during  the  year  are  not  available  for 
inclusion  in  this  report.

Premises  in  the  district  in  which  ice  cream  is  manufactured,  stored 
or  sold  have  been  regularly  visited  during  the  year,  and  the  following 
table  gives  details  of  the  number  of  premises  registered  at  the  end  of  1948:

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

Epidemics  of  measles  occur  with  great  regularity  throughout  the 
country  every  two  years,  commencing  in  the  last  quarter  of  one  year 
and  continuing  through  the  first  two  quarters  of  the  next.  The  winter 
of  1948-49  proved  to  be  no  exception  in  this  district,  although  compared 
with  the  winter  of  1946-47  the  rise  in  notifications  came  later  and  the 
bulk  of  the  cases  occurred  after  the  end  of  1948.  Therefore,  although 
the  total  of  notifications  received  in  1948  was  not  unduly  high,  the 
epidemic  was  in  fact  numerically  the  greatest  since  the  winter  of  1940-41. 
The  total  for  the  twelve  months  of  July,  1948  to  June,  1949  (both 
months  included),  was  799,  while  the  figure  for  a similar  period  in 
1940-41  was  898. 

Notifications  of  whooping  cough  do  not  show  a seasonal  periodicity, 
but  the  total  notifications  of  this  disease  in  1948  was  the  highest  so  far 
recorded. 

There  is  a possibility  that  more  mild  cases  of  these  and  other  diseases 
are  being  seen  by  medical  practitioners  since  July  5th,  1948,  because 
medical  attention  has  been  available  for  children  under  the  National 
Health  Service  since  that  date.  If  it  is  true  that  mild  cases  previously 
treated  without  medical  advice  are  now  being  seen  and  notified,  then  the 
figures  for  future  years  will  be  increased  and  it  will  be  very  difficult  to 
assess  how  much  of  the  increase  is  due  to  increased  incidence  of  disease 
and  how  much  to  increased  opportunities  for  notification. 

SMALLPOX 

During  the  year  no  cases  of  Smallpox  were  notified  in  the  district, 
but  contacts  of  cases  which  occurred  on  various  ships  and  contacts 
with  cases  occurring  abroad  who  arrived  in  this  country  by  air  were  all 
subject  to  surveillance.  In  this  connection  a total  of  eleven  contacts 
was  brought  to  notice  and  none  developed  any  signs  or  symptoms  of 
the  disease. 

DIPHTHERIA 

No  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  although  five 
suspected  cases  were  admitted  to  Isolation  Hospitals  for  observation. 

No  deaths  were  registered  due  to  diphtheria  during  the  year. 

SUPPLY  OF  DIPHTHERIA  ANTI-TOXIN 

Anti-toxin  is  now  obtainable  by  medical  practitioners  for  the  treat- 
ment of  suspected  cases  and  contacts  from  the  Royal  West  Sussex 
Hospital  and  St.  Richard’s  Hospital  at  Chichester,  and  from  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  Worthing. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

Steady  progress  has  been  continued  im^the  immunisation  campaign, 
the  majority  of  the  inoculations  being  given  by  medical  officers  of  the 
County  Health  Department. 

Publicity  has  been  arranged  by  the  Department  during  the  year  by 
means  of  display  posters,  etc. 

During  the  year  45  children  of  school  age  and  408  children  under  five 
years  of  age  received  a complete  course  of  injections.  In  addition,  245 
children  who  had  been  inoculated  more  than  four  years  ago  received 
‘ follow-up’  injections.  At  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  estimated  that 
96.67%  of  the  children  in  the  district  aged  5-15,  and  33.85%  of  the 
children  aged  1-5  years  had  received  a complete  course  of  injections. 
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DYSENTERY 

Xo  cases  of  tliis  disease  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  tlie  Department, 
compared  witli  five  cases  notified  in  1947. 

ENTERIC  FEVER 

As  in  the  previous  year  no  cases  of  Typhoid  or  Para-typhoid  Fevers 
were  notified,  but  investigations  were  made  in  connection  with  three 
suspected  cases. 

No  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year  from  these  diseases. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA 

Two  cases  of  this  condition  were  notified  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  one  case  in  1947.  Both  patients  were  nursed  at  home  and  made 
uneventful  recoveries. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM 

Xo  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  1948  as  compared  with 
two  for  the  previous  year. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

Twenty-eight  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  39  in  1947. 

Of  the  28  cases  twenty  were  removed  to  hospital,  eighteen  to  the 
City  of  Chichester  Isolation  Hospital,  and  two  to  Bognor  Regis  Isolation 
Hospital.  The  average  stay  in  hospital  was  24  days.  One  suspected 
case  was  under  observation  in  the  City  of  Chichester  Isolation  Hospital 
for  a period  of  two  days. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  the  disease  was  mild  in  character.  The 
cases  were  distributed  throughout  the  district,  thirteen  parishes  being 
affected,  those  with  the  greatest  number  being  Barnham  with  eight, 
Walberton  with  four  and  Bosham  with  three  cases. 

The  cases  occurred  throughout  the  year,  the  months  with  the  greatest 
incidences  being  October  with  nine  cases,  November  with  six  cases  and 
January  with  five  cases.

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WHOOPING  COUGH 

There  was  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  incitlence  of  this  disease,  the 
number  of  cases  being  notified  totalling  207,  as  compared  with  34  in 
1947. 

The  cases  were  distributed  throughout  the  district,  some  twenty-five 
parishes  being  affected,  those  with  the  greatest  number  being  Selsey 
with  53,  Middleton-on-Sea  with  30,  Aldingbourne  and  Westbourne  with 
19  each,  and  Barnham  with  15  cases.  Two  cases  were  admitted  to  the 
City  of  Chichester  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment. 

In  addition  to  the  notified  cases  twenty-one  children  were  reported  by 
the  head  teachers  of  various  schools  to  be  suffering  from  this  disease. 
The  incidence  of  the  disease  in  the  various  parishes  during  the  year  is 
shown  in  the  following  table  :

MEASLES 

The  Measles  epidemic  during  the  winter  of  1948-49  has  already  been 
described  in  some  detail  in  the  heading  of  this  Section. 

During  the  actual  year  under  review  a total  of  246  cases  (one  a non- 
civilian) were  notified  as  compared  with  364  in  1947.  In  most  cases  the 
disease  was  mild  in  character,  but  complications  or  unsuitable  home 
conditions  made  hospital  treatment  desirable  in  eighteen  cases,  all  being 
admitted  to  the  City  of  Chichester  Isolation  Hospital. 

No  deaths  were  attributable  to  this  cause  during  the  year.

ERYSIPELAS 

Three  cases  of  this  disease  (2  male,  1 female)  were  notified  during  the 
year,  a decrease  of  three  as  compared  with  1947.  Two  of  the  cases 
were  nursed  at  home  and  one  was  admitted  to  Isolation  Hospital.  All 
made  uneventful  recoveries. 


CEREBRO-SPINAL  MENINGITIS 

One  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  during  the  year.  No  deaths  were 
attributable  to  this  cause. 


ACUTE  ANTERIOR  POLIOMYELITIS 

Three  cases  of  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the 
year,  as  compared  with  five  in  1947.  One  of  these  cases  was  not  diag- 
nosed until  after  admission  to  St.  Richard’s  Hospital,  Chichester,  and 
did  not  therefore  appear  amongst  notification  figures  for  the  district 
during  1948. 

.4.11  cases  occurred  in  the  parish  of  W'estbourne  during  the  period  of 
October  to  December  and  related  to  male  children.  In  one  case  para- 
lysis of  a severe  type  was  present  and  the  patient  died  six  days  after 
admission  to  hospital,  this  being  the  only  death  recorded  as  attributable 
to  this  disease.

PNEUMONIA 

(Acute  Primary  and  Acute  Influenzal) 

During  the  year  ten  cases  of  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  were  notified 
as  compared  with  two  cases  in  1947.  No  notifications  were  received 
in  respect  of  Influenzal  Pneumonia. 

Deaths  registered  during  1948  as  due  to  all  forms  of  pneumonia 
totalled  twenty-two  as  compared  with  twenty  in  1947. 


INFLUENZA 

No  deaths  were  attributed  during  the  year  to  this  disease  as  compared 
with  one  in  1947. 


MUMPS 

An  increase  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease  occurred  during  1948  when 
thirty-five  cases,  including  one  non-civilian,  were  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  Department,  as  compared  with  sixteen  cases  during  the  year  1947. 
Three  cases,  including  the  non-civilian,  were  admitted  to  Isolation 
Hospital. 


INFECTIVE  JAUNDICE 

For  the  second  consecutive  year  no  cases  of  this  disease  were  brought 
to  the  notice  of  this  department. 

MALARIA 

No  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  1948  as  in  1947. 

CHICKEN  POX 

A total  of  twelve  cases  of  this  disease,  including  two  non-civilians, 
were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  during  the  year,  a decrease 
of  seven  when  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Seven  of  the  cases 
occured  at  Aldingbourne  Council  School. 

The  two  non-civilians,  together  with  an  adult  female,  were  admitted 
to  Isolation  Hospital. 


CANCER 

The  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  Cancer  during  the  year  numbered 
87  (34  males  and  53  females),  an  increase  of  eight  compared  with  the 
year  1947.  The  Cancer  Death  Rate  for  the  year  is  2.11  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  resident  population,  compared  with  a rate  of  2.02  for  the 
previous  year.  Corresponding  rates  for  the  Administrative  County, 
the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts,  are  2.19,  2.25  and  2.13  respectively.

SCABIES 

A total  of  22  cases  of  this  disease  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department  during  the  year  imder  review,  as  compared  with  35  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  majoritj'^  of  the  cases  were  notified  through  the  medium  of  the 
School  Medical  Service  and  the  District  Nurses,  and  the  remainder  by 
mechcal  practitioners.  The  cases  occurred  among  seven  families  all 
resident  in  different  parishes  of  the  district.  The  incidence  of  the 
disease  was  spread  out  fairly  evenly  throughout  the  year. 

Of  the  total  cases,  20  received  treatment  as  out-patients  at  St. 
Richard’s  Hospital  and  in  two  cases  treatment  was  administered  by  the 
District  Nurse.

TUBERCULOSIS 

Fifty-nine  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  added  to  the  Notification 
Register  as  compared  with  fifty  in  1947.  In  addition  to  the  new 
cases,  five  cases  were  restored  to  the  Register,  following  the  return  of 
the  patients  to  the  district.  Of  the  total  of  sixty-four  cases  added  to 
the  Register,  forty-eight  were  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
(29  male  and  19  female),  and  sixteen  from  non-pulrnonary  tuberculosis. 
Corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  year  were  forty-six  pulmonary 
cases  and  seven  non-pulmonary  cases.  Of  the  twenty-nine  male  pul- 
monary cases  added  to  the  Register  during  the  year,  six  were  men 
discharged  from  the  Armed  Forces  as  tubercular. 

A total  of  fifteen  deaths  (11  male  and  4 female)  were  recorded 
during  the  year  as  attributable  to  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  Deaths 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  numbered  thirteen  (10  male,  3 female), 
a decrease  of  seven  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  and  deaths 
from  non-pulmonary  types  of  the  disease  numbered  two  (one  male,  one 
female),  a similar  number  to  the  previous  year. 

The  following  tables  give  details  of  the  nmnber  of  cases  on  the 
Notification  Register,  together  with  particulars  of  new  cases  of  Tuber- 
culosis, and  of  deaths  from  the  disease  during  the  year  1948.
